MADE YESTERDAY. 
Gusher Is Believed to Have 


Basin or Stratum—Pours a Steady 
Stream of One Hundred and Sixty 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 14.—That 
the new Poppett artesian well on East 
Ninth strect has tapped an indepen-. 
dent artesian. basin, or stratum, is the 
opinion of, officials of the City Water 
Department and the Riverside Water 
Company's officers, after witnessing an 
interesting demonstration today. 

Sixteen wells, twelve of them belong- 
ing to the Riverside corporation and 
four at the city’s antil, were turned 
loose, and though pouring forth a veri- 
table river of water each they had no 
effect whatever upon the Poppett well. 
The new well has steadily increased 
its flow, and is pouring out a stream 
of 160 inches. \ As an artesian well has 
never before been found so far north 
the suecess of the Poppett gusher has 
tended to attract general interest from 
water experts.

cease the prosecution. as the witnesses | 
who had complained against Stewart | 
did not wish.to force the issue. 

The man was arrested by Detective 
McNamara November 7, and was held | 
in the City Jail for several days be-| 
fore bail was furnished. Though the 
arrest was made by. the detective, 
friends of Mrs. Gertrude Noble cbdn- | 
ducted the investigation which re- | 
Sulted in Stewart being taken into cus- 
tody. 


Mrs. Noble inherited about $50,000 


from a relative in the East last sum- | 
mer. Within a few weeks of the time | 
she received the, money, she had spent | 
about $40,000. ‘Friends of the old lady 
learning of this feared that she had. 
been misled in some of her ventures 
and attorneys were engaged to look 
into the matter. , 

The attorneys learned that Mrs. 
Noble had purchased the Santa Rita | 
‘Hotel, Eleventh and Main streets, for
